The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 2 and 


25 are allowable for setting forth a food slicing device having a cover, a guide slot for 
guiding a blade, a stop for partially obstructing the guide slot, and a linkage assembly 
connected to the cover and the stop. As the cover moves from an open position to a 
closed position, the linkage assembly moves the stop away from the guide slot to allow 
the movement of the blade in the guide slot. As the cover moves from the closed position 
to the open position, the linkage assembly moves the stop to obstruct the guide slot to 
prevent the movement of the blade. 

For example, Kidushim et al. (US Pub. 2002/0151266 Al) teach a food slicing 
device comprising a guide for guiding a blade and a cover. However, Kidushim et al. do 
not teach a stop for partially obstructing the guide, and a linkage assembly connected to a 
cover and the stop.
